A fttc physician referral service 
spons(»ed by Sentara Health Sys- 
tem was still referring patients, as 
of Feb. 28, 1993, to Sidney S. 
Loxley, M.D., a Chesapeake wtho- 
pedic suq^on, who, until this past 
Dec. 1 matoiaiiwd an (rfl^:» in the. 
PemlrndK oca ot Virginia Beach. 

Also, accOTding to the Medical 
Staff ciRcc at Soitara Bayside, Lox- 
ley i» long^ practices at tfiat hos- 
pital. 

Debbie Myera, directcv of jwblic 
affairs for Sentara Health System, 
said that Loxley's inclusion in the 
system, and being referred to pa- 
tients was merely a "glitch." 

"His name was simply not re- 
moved," Myers said. "He has not 
practiced at (Bayside) since Au- 
gust" 

The Norfolk-based Sentara 
Physician Referral Service serves 
all of Hampton Roads with over 
400 referrsjs per month, said a 
spokesperson for Sentara Health 
Seivices. There were three rtferrals 
made to orthepaedic doctors in 
Jffiiuary. 

Myers dki not know why Loxley 
no longer has {sivileges at Sentara 
Bayside. She said he may have 
simply chosen not to rean>ly fat 
privileges at that time. Spdce^ieo- 
ple at Sratara Leigh Hospital and 
Sentara Norf<A General say Loxley 
neva practiced at their hospitals. 

Loxley's Chesq)eake office, lo- 
cated on BAitefiekl Boakvmd in the 
Great Bridge area, amfirmed that he 
no kMiger practices at Sentara Bay- 
side Hospital. A rep(»ler was told 
by a staff memba that Loxley only 
j^actkes at Chesapeake General 
Hospital. The ho^ital suspended 
Loxley's privileges last August. 
Suspensioi oi "privileges" means 
thitt the physician cannot treat or 
admit patirats to that bo^ital. 

In addition, Loxley no long^ 
maintmns m office on bidepei^ence 
Boulevffld in the PembKkt section 
of Virginia Beach. According to a 
Chesaprake office staff member, 
Loxley closed that office last De- 
cemb»'l.

No, diese peo- 
ple are joined togedter by modern 
technology. They are using their 
computers and telephone modems 



to connect through a computer bul- 
letin board, also known as a BBS. 

Tom McElvy is a system ojp&a- 
tor, or SYSOP as the users call 
him, of a computer bulletin board. 
Pleasure Dome is for adults only. 
As a new user connects with die 
system it is appatcnt that McElvy 
takes his buUetin board and his re- 
^XMisibilities seriously. 

New users must use dieir "real 
name" when fvst ^plying for ac- 
cess. They must also supply a 
voice tel^one number and fill out 
a computer questionnaire. 

"TiKre have been instances where 
kids have called," McElvy admits. 
"Of course, I immediately got 



nailed." 

After a few such incidents, 
McElvy begffli a cl<Mcr screening of 
his usos. If a user cannot be veri- 
fied by a voice telef^cme call, they 
are denied access. All users must 
agree that diey are not law enfoce- 
ment (« governmental officials try- 
ing to entrap odier bulletin board 
users (X the systems operator. 

In addition, users must pay a $25 
per year fee to access die system. 
Some local bulletin boards require 
die usos fdl out a lengdiy iqiplica- 
tion form and mail it along with a 
iriiotocopy of a picture ID in ordo- 
to gain access to die system.

We'd spo- 
ken (HM:e before and I was once again inmoe- 
diately impressed widi ho- ability to quickly 
cut tloou^ my nervois chatter to decipher 
exactly why I had called ho*.

"Most of the peof^ who call my 
board are in for fim. They want in- 
telligent conversation, a place 
vi^iere diey can let dieir hair down 
md have a good time," McEIvy 
said. The best anak^ I can use is 
diat it's an dectronic bar." 

The veas are made up of approx- 
imately 70 percrat men and 30 per- 
cent w^men, most of whom use 
handless or psuedonyms. A few use 
dieii' real names. 

"This is die neatest way to have 
an extramarital affair," McEIvy 
lai^hed. "You can have all die sex 
you want and not touch anybody. 
The risk is noUiing excqx maybe a 
long distance {^Kme ball." 

The conversation is mydiing but 
tame. Users write fantasies to each 
other, and often bum up those time 
limited minutes on the board by 
idilizing die chat future whidi al- 
lows two OT mctfe users to type 
conversationally to each odier. 

"I like bulletin boards because 1 
can talk to peq)le more q)enly," 
said kxigtime user Stq)hanie, who 
adEed diat we iwt use herieal name 
or oooqwier handle. Tm . . . a Ut 
of a quiet person. I'm better pow 
diaa I was. When I «Hted bulletifl 
bOHding I just couldn't talk to peo- 
jpic, I was just too shy." 

McEIvy said that many of his 
users, after wedcs of writing to each 
other, anmgt fa face-to-face meet- 
ings. McEIvy hosts parties ev»y 
few months in order lo aQow mas 
to meet each other in a safe, 
friendly adao^teie. 

"We had a dinner cruise last 
year," McEIvy said. "We had about 
40 peof^ get together for a grcMip 
dinno- cniise on The Spoil of Nor- 
folk."

raoUe bowling tournaments, 
cookoots nd poUuck dinners. And 
McQvy admits diat Uiere are usos 
who ae Kddng extramaital affairs, 
or singk users looking to meet

"All types of relationships have 
devekiped," McEIvy said. 

From lime to time NfcElvy said 
diat he has noticed a user becoming 
attached to anodm' in a pushy or 
obsessive wiy. Although he moni- 
tors die oser^ mi will issue warn- 
ing to users who send abusive, in- 
sulting or inflammatory electronic 
mail to odters, he likes to allow 
time for die recipient to take cse of 
die problem. 

"Women in particular have didr 
own ccnfemice board," McEIvy ex- 
{rfained. "They'll exchan^ informa- 
tioi oa people diat diey are sug- 
gesting (odier women) avoid for 
whatever reason. It's never come 
down to my having to get in- 
volved." 

Pertas^M most controversial are 
die graphics fiks. or GIF files as 
di^ are known to die usears. A user 
can vkw photop^As sqjpUed by 
other users, or other bulletin 
boards. The f^otographs are ex- 
plicit. 

"Obscenity is sdll again^ die 
law," McEIvy sakL "Tl» biggest 
problem of course is defining ob- 
scenity. (And determining) the 
community standad. Hoe in Vir- 
ginia Beach (penetration) is ob- 
scrae, but you cn^ the line into 
POrtsmoudi md it's p^ecdy tegd- 
imaie." 

Ramona laykt, a Vii^ginia Beach 
prosecutor, has no trotMe defining 
obscenity. Quoting fiom the Vir- 
ginia Code section 18.2-372 ob- 
a:ene is defined as "a shameful ot 
morlMd intercA in nudity, sexual 
CQixhict, sexual excitemoit, excre- 
loiy function or products diereof, or 
sado masochi^ic abuse and which 
goes substmti^y beyond cnstom- 
ary limits of candcv in de^niptioi 
or repr^entation of such matters 
and which takoi as a whole does 
not have serious Uierary. stistk or 
sdentifie value." 

"The deiMCtkns (rf mide bodies 
and sexual acts is a vidalion of die 
codes diat I've read." said Taykv.

The good news about the real es- 
tate assessments f(x fiscal 1994 is 
"at least we're not going below." 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. made the observatimi following 
a iqMrt by City Assessor J.D. Ba- 
nagan that the total growth in land 
and buildings amounts to approxi- 
mately one percent of the tax l»se. 

The increase is negligible com- 
pared to the 16.4 pocent increase in 
1986 and similar increases in the 
'80s through 1988. But compared 
to the .6 percoit increa% last year, 
the one percent lodes like the Beach 
economy may be turning around 



and going in the right direction. 

Only 37 pocent of the city's 
property ownos will see a change 
fitom last year in (heir assesaneilts - 
16 percent will see a decrease and 
21 percent win receive an increase. 

The total projected 1994 assess- 
ment of $16,674,000 re{»esents the 
one percent increase over the OBient 
assessment With each penny of the 
tax rate of $1,147 generating 
$1,667,000, the city can expect a 
total revalue from real estate taxes 
of $191 million. 

Although new residential con- 
stmcticm was up by 6 percent, new 
commercial/indusdial construction 
was down by 45 percent. Brniagm 
noted that even during the pa^ few

commocial new construction had 
stayed at appmxiaoMy 25 percent

The figures indicate that the city 
is slipping further away from its

The board can revoke w suspend 
his license. 

Under the Depart- 
ment ot Health Ptoft^sions there 
are 12 regulatory boards which leg- 
ul«e Virginia's 200,000 licensed 
health care providers from more 
than SO different types of profes- 
sions and occupations and eight 
types of facilities. 

The dq»rtment is responsible for 
administering the laws and regula- 
tions pertaining to health care 
(voviders. Iliey also conduct inves- 
tigations of alleged violations of 
those laws and r^uladcms. 

An investigation is initiated 
when the department receives in- 
. formation from soiurces such as 
employees, licensed professionals, 
courts, law enforcement agencies or 
con(%m«I citizens indicating that a 
violation of tlM law (» regulation 
may have occurred.

At this time the board has the 
powCT to close the case if it feels 
the evidence does not sufficiently 
indicate a violation of the law or 
legulaticMis has occurred. 

On die other hand, if the board 
feels further action is required, it 
usually convenes an informal con- 
ference, where a committee of the 
board meets- with the health care 
provider who stands accused of the 
violations. 

It is this committee thatdevelc^s 
a recommendation for the fiill boaid 
to consider. The committee has the 
(q>tion of closing the case, recom- 
mending a formal hearing or offer- 
ing a "proposal Consent Order" to 
the accused. 

A formal hearing is an adminis- 
trative proceeding, which is similar 
to a trial in that all parties may call 
witnesses and introduce evidence. If, 
at the close of the fcmnal hearing, 
die board decides a violaticm has oc- 
curred, it imposes disciplinary ac- 
tion. 

A proposed Consent Order con- 
tains provisions of a proposed set- 
tlement including disciplinary ac- 
tion, which may include the follow- 
ing sanctions: reprimand or censure, 
mcHietary penalty, probation, limit- 
ing licensee's privilege to practice, 
suspension of the license indefi- 
nitely or for a specified period of 
time or revocation of die license. 

If the board and the licensee agree 
to this order, the case is closed on 
diat agreemrat. If die licensee does 
not agree, a formal hearing would 
dien be scheduled. 

The board may decide, based on 
the evidence in the investigator's 
report, to call a formal hearing in- 
stead of the informal conference. 
The accused also has die right to 
decline die offer of an informal con- 
ference and thereby be given a for- 
mal hearing. 

Consent Ordos and Orders result- 
ing from formal hearings are public 
documents and available for review

Professicms says it is experiencing 
a substantial increases in die num- 
bers of alleptions to be investi- 
gated. According to a department 
report, die 12 boards combined re- 
ceived 2,268 complaints statewide 
in fiscal year 1992. In 422 of dK^ 
cases, a sancdoi was imposed. 

In cakndar year 1992, die Board 
of Medicine alone received 775 
cases, of which it closed 419. Of 
diose cases, only 92 omcluded diat 
a violation had occurred, with «dy 
67 persons receiving a sanction 
from the board. Those sanctions in- 
cluded three rev(4ced licenses, two 
suspensions, IS probations aiKl IS 
reprimands. Twenty-nine persons 
sunendered tfieir license. 

This leaves 28 persons found to 
have violated a law or regulation 
who went without penalty. TTiis 
could not be explained by Wayne 
Farrar, public information officer 
for die Dqiartment of Healdi Pro- 
fessions, who provided the statis- 
tics. 

A itpon published by die Board 
of Medicine, which lists 53 actions 
taken relating to licensure stauis 
from February 25, 1991 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1991, includes one doctor 
from Virginia Beach, one from 
Chesapeake, one from Portsmouth, 
and one from Norfolk. 

The Virginia Beach doctor was 
reprimanded for dispensing to per- 
sons outside of the physi- 
ciaa/paiieat relationship and failing 
to maintain complete and accurate 
records (rf dispoising. 

The Ches^ieake doctor's license 
was suspended on the basis of 
dtemical d^)endency and tot violat- 
ing a Consent Order.

Specifically, since these recent im- 
provements, visitors arc viewing the 
reswt as cleaner, less rundown and 
more visually a|^)ealing. 

To keep a good thing going and 
growing, we recently apfwoved the 
Tourism Growth and Invesunent 
Fund. The good news is that TGDF 
will cjffmid our tourist industry and it 
will riot be funded by the city's gen- 
eral fund. 

TGIF will be used for projects in 
the current resort improvement pro- 
gram, such as the resort streetscape 
project and the connector parks. In 
ackiition, it will fund expansions to 
the Pavilion Convention Center, the 
Virginia Marine Science Museum and 
several smaller projects. A new golf 
course and an amphitheater are also 
proposed, but they are expected to be 
fuianced by the revenues they pro- 
duce. 

These expansions toour 

tourist industry will contribute to our 
economic vitality. The Pavilion cur- 
rently generates $38 million in an- 
niual spending in Virginia Beach. That 
means $2.1 million in city taxes. Af- 
ter the recommoided three-phase ex- 
pansion, those amounts are expected 
by increase by 75 percent. 

The Virginia Marine Science Mu- 
seum expansion is expected to in- 
crease overnight visitation from 
219,000 to51 l,000,addingmOTe than 



$30 million fflinually to our economy. 

Investments in facilities, such as 
the marine science musnmi an0 the 
Pavilion, bring money into the 
economy through construction spend- 
ing, job creation, increased visitation 
and visitor q)mding. These inv^- 
ments will pay oR for the city as a 
whole. 

TGIF will be financed in several 
ways. The amuaemem tax wiU be 
expanded to include more activities. 
Thie amount of tax you currently pay 
on activities, such as movies, will not 
increase. However, the tax will ex- 
pand to include activities like gdf 
and bowling. Tliis expanded tax will 
only be used for TGIF projects. 

In addition, the sunset clause was 
removed from the hotel and restau- 
rant tax. The clause previously al- 
lowed the tax increase used to fund 
resort improvements to be dnq>ped in 
2005. The hotel room tax was also 
increased by i-cent beginning Janu- 
ary 1 , 1993. These funds are also to be 
used for TGIF projects. 

Do I sound optimistic? You bet I 
am. 1992 was a banner year for tour- 
ism in Virginia Beach and now City 
Council has enacted a funding mecha- 
nism to help protect an increase of 
investment in tourism. Ipredictsunny 
days ahead for our Virginia Beach 
tourism.

Both agencies foind dieir needs 
satisfied - the museum obtained 
superi) series (rf specimens ftom a 
aitkal area of the state, and the 
Hditage Program recdved ^lecies 
identifications as fast as samples 
couM be sort6d and studied. 

The VBINH Depart- 
mrat of Recent Invotrtnates 
oigaged the services of two tech- 
nicians who qioit the summer 
months of 1989, 1990 and 1991 
woricing dffough the more than 
200 jars collected from six sites 
in Virginia Beach. A total of 
about 500,000 small arthropods 
was examined. Seashore State 
Park was given [nefaential 
treatment and the results ex- 
ceeded all expectations.^ 

Anyone who has visitod'bolh 
Virginia Beach and Ftorida has 
probably noticed a similarity 
whteh extends beyond die suidy 
soil. Organisms which are 
adapted to wjom conditions may 
be wideqvead in the southern- 
most United States, but become 
more and nKxe confined to the 
seacoast as they extend north- 
ward. Some may occur as far 
nordi as New Jersey, but a very 
large number reach their nofthon 
limits in southeastern Virginia. 

Spanish moss, really not a 
moss at all, is a pxxl example of 
this pattern, whidi is observed by 
countless kinds of plants and an- 
imals. The greater Norfolk region 
is thus Virginia's FUxidsi, in die 
same sense that Mount Rogers 
suppwts a community oi cold- 
adsfiied oiganisns typical of New 
England. 

The sMters gradually disckxed 
many kinds of insects not previ- 
ously collecied nmth of Georgia, 
and even some which had appet- 
endy never been collected by sci- 
entists anywhere. Among dus 
categwy is a small insect diat is 
being called the "Virginia Beach 
Bug," as it is known only from 
23 qiecimens takoi in the 
Seashore State Paric pitfialls. 

Preliminaiy at- 
tempts at identifica- 
tion showed that it bdonged to 
the large pop called Heteroptera 
C'tnie bugs*!, and to die sub- 
group known as mirids or plant 
bugs. Specimens were dien sent 



to Dr. Tom Henry, a leading qie- 
cialttt 00 pimt tap who is on- 
ptoyed by the U.S. Depatmmt 
of Agricultiffe, but rationed in 
the Smithsonian's Natkxial Ma- 
seum of Natural Hi«ory in 
Wuhmgtm, where he hu access 
to ntmsive worklwide collec- 
tions and complete scientific lit- 
eiBiure. 

Widun a day of getting the 
bugs. Dr. Henry te^Jhoned 
VMNH to announce Ihat the 
qiecies was compl^dy unknown 
to him, md wouki have to be de- 
scribed and named scioitifically. 
This process, which entails 
prqnntkni of detailed illustra- 
tions of body parts, has beoi 
comptetol, and die account is ex- 
pected to be publidied inmap- 
pajptvoi scientific journal Airing 
1993. The proposed scientific 
name has not beoi reteased. 

It is a curious little bug. Hie 
tead is relatively large, witii a , 
stout long beak f(v feeding on ' 
plant juKcs and die dioracic part 
of die body notably convex, giv- 
ii^ a deciddy "humpbacked" ap- 
|>aance. In males die wings are 
fairiy normal f(x die groqi. but 
in females diey tend to be convex 
and hardoied, giving die impres- 
sion of a small beetle. A qieci- 
men coukl sit comfonably upon a 
IMnhead.

Two tilings are ckai, howevo' - 
die species is tiny and it is rare. 
Fbrtiuuttely, science does not 
judge by size, and it is fair to be- 
lieve diat die discovery is tit en- 
tomological milestone of major 
signifiouice. And die next k^gical 
question must be. "How many 
moie such small insects are out 
thne in the soil and leaf litter of 
die Commonwealdi. waiting to 
be (Uscovered by p^rat and in- 
trasive inventories siKh as the 
museum is cioiendy conducting 
statewkle?"

Legislators' assailed for supporting tobacco, smoking lobbyists 



EditOT, The Virginia Beach Sun: 

I wish to express my total outrage with Delegate 
Robnt F. McDonnell, Delegate Frank W. Wagner, 
and Senates Kenneth W. StoUe of Virginia Beach for 
their handling of tobacco-related issues in the recent 
legislative session.

Stolle also voted against amendments to the 
Virginia Indoor Qean Air Act to jHohibit snoking in 
supermailcets and rest rooms, only weeks after the 
EPA classified secmidhand smoke as a Class A car- 
cinogen on the same level as asbestos. It should be 
poin^ out that Stolle received the highest tobaao 
contributions of any Senate candidate in Virginia the 
year he was elected. The tobacco lobby apparently 
made a wise investment 

Wagno' and NfcDonnell have also voted sdidly pro- 
tobacco. While the final vote would show that they 
voted for this year's House amendments to the 
Virginia Indoor Clean Air Act, the fact which it does 
not show is that they first voted to weaken the bill to 
make it so useless that its sponsor ultimately struck. 



the bill. 

These two delegates also voted against a measure 
last year to raise the. tobacco tax from two and one- 
half cents pet pack to a mere five cents, which would 
still have left the Virginia tax as the nation's lowest. 
I fully expect them to boast in this fall's campaign 
about their opposition to tax increases. I hope that 
their constihients realize how shallow their claim is, 
and that they are only turning dieir backs on crucial 
funds while doing the work of the tobacco industry. 

All three of these legislators supported the tobacco- 
sponsored bill which prohibits employers for hiring 
only nonsmbkers. At a time when we should declare 
war on smoking, these legislators voted to praise, 
promote and glwify it. 

On a more positive note. Senator Clarence A. 
Holland and Delegate Harry R. Puricey have consis- 
tendy voted to protect nonsmokers in recent years and 
have supported cigarette tax increases. Voters should 
^p^iate their efforts. 

If Virginia Beach voters are outraged as I am over 
the "representation" provided by Senator Stolle and 
Delegates Wagner and McDonnell, I suggest that they 
express their feelings. I do not believe that most of us 
intended to elect them to protect die drug lords from 
Philip Morris, but that is exactly what they Have' 
been doing. We really deserve legislators who are 
more concerned about the public health and welfare.

Involving students learning process is good for math instruction 




Tids week's Sun ar6cle was writ- 
Un by Suzanne Forster-Sackel, third 
grade teacheratArrowheadElemen- 
tary School.. 
Classrooms throughout Virginia 
Be«:h are cur- 
rendy piloting a 
new math pro- 
gram. This 
math program 
encourages stu- 
dents to think, 
reason, and 
solve proUems 
by becoming 
actively in- 
volved in the 
learning pro- 
cess. 

Students 
learn best by 
working with 
concrete ob- 
jects.

The objective of the new program 
follows current research which indi- 
cates diat students must be actively 
involved in learning math concq>ts 
in OTder to be successful. 

I have seen my students Uimed on 
to math this year. They enjoy learn- 
ing, and they are retaining what they 
have learned because dtey have be- 
come physically involved. It's very 
exciting to see! 

Recently, we began a third grade 
lesson on ordered number pairs. 
Learning this ^ill allows studoits to ' 
loc^ points Ml graphs, m^ and 
co(Hdinate grids.

To introduce this con- 
cept, the students arranged them- 
selves into straight rows and columns 
in the classroom. They organized 
diemselves and checked to make sure 
they had enough in their rows. They 
had an odd number, so diey decided 
to keep a q>ace in two rows. 

I must confess, I was not sure if this 
activity would soar or sink. But, I 
followed die directions for die activ- 
ity and plugged along, as die soidents 
stood anxiously waiting. 

Next, I showed an inch grid on die 
overhead so die students could see 
what diey were making. Wediscussed 
die numbers along die bottom and to 
die right Each student dien became a 
poinlon a coordinate grid. 

How did diey know? Well, diey 
were each given two numbos indi- 
cadng a row number and a cdumn 
number. Then, I nwied children who 
were represented by certain ordered 
number pairs (2, 3) and marked diese 
spots on die grid on die overhead 
project I put dieir initials by dieir 



grid doL They become diat point on 
the grid. As everyone was placed on 
die overhead grid, I used die follow- 
ing language: "These numb^s are 
called cndered pairs and mean the 
number of spaces to die right and die 
number of spaces up." 

After all students' positions were 
placed on die overhead grid, diey 
answered questions such as, "Who is 
located at (4, 2)? What is Nicole's 
position?" It was amazing to see die 
chiMroigraqidiis concept asquickly 
as they did! Their eyes lit up. It 
clicked!! Clearly, diey understood 
how to locate an ordered pair! I could 
see diem move didr hand as if they 
were patting each child on the head 
while diey counted ova- and dien up. 
Hiey wanted to be referred to as dieir 
cotxdinate grid number all day long! 

The students learned a tough skill 
by becoming physically involved in 
die learning process. The less soared 
higher than I imagined. Their excite- 
ment lifted me up so high! My class 
understands how to locate any point 



now on any grid, map or graph! Just 
ask any one of them! 

I am diriUed of the children in all 
schools who will be learning madi 
diis way in die years to come. A 
sutxig madi curriculum, rich in in- 
volving kudents in the learning pro- 
cess, will be highly boieficial to all 
Virginia Beach students.

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"A diamond in the rough" 

That's how local environmentalists describe Virginia Beach's 
Scenic Watenvay; April 4 and 5 are set for special cleanup

It is considered by many local 
residents to be one of the little 
known scenic treasures of the city - 
a "diamond in the rough."

Sessions intended to publish Island 
of Death in book form in the future,

The date was 
August?, 1942, 
and the first ma- 
jor offensive 
action of World 
War n was un- 
derway. 

Guadalcanal, 
an island 90 
miles long and 
35 wide, is a 
part of the 
Solomon chain 
in the eastern 
half of the 
South Pacific 
Ocean. 

Guadalcanal 
had been se- 
lected for inva- 
sion by the joint 
chiefs of staffin 
Washington. 
■"■~"^~^~~ Bradford 
(Brad) Steele, Cpl. U.S.M.C. serial 
no. 83S2S9, was a member of the 1st 
Marine Division, 1st Battalion. As he 
sat on the foward deck of the Black 
Hawk one of the many A.P.A trans- 
ports that would delWo- 19,000 mem- 
bers of the 1st Division to die Shores 
of Guadalcanal, Brad Steele could 
hear his Marine buddies as they sang 
such back home songs as "Don't Sit 
Under The Apple Tree," "Am^a." 
and "Green Eyes." 

Brad could not help but laugh when 
one member of the group sang a dirty 
ditty not complimentary to eitho^ the 
Army w the Navy, but Brad knew 
that the Marines depended on the 
Navy to get them thoe and that the 
Army would eventually be called 
upon to relieve them, so he did not 
take the song seriously. 

Brad removed his bayonet from its 
sc^baid and started to sharpen it. As 
he did so his thoughts drifted back to 
the sleepy little southnn town where 
he had lived before enlisting in the 
Marines. Stublin, Ga., populaticm 
11,000 in Lorain County was typical 
of the many small southern towns of 
that day where everybody knew ev- 
oybody else and nobody ever locked 
tteir (U)ors. Everybody was your 
neighbor in Stublin, or so it seenwd. 
As was common in the K>uth the rich 
handed down \i» wealth to their chil- 
dren from one geocration to die next 
If y(M were not born intoaridi family 
it was hard to gtt a sttft on your own. 
you generally wnked for diose who 
hadthewealdi. 

Brad Steele was not one of those 
who could Uxk forwud lo the easy 
life hancted down to him (» a aivtt 
planer. Biad knew by the tone he ««s 



five years old dial life was tough and 
he hoped dtat his experiences of the 
past had (nepared him for the mission 
he was about to undertake. His father 
left home whoi he was a baby and he 
and his mother looked upon diem- 
selves as just two litde people against 
die world at Uk tail end of die "Great 
Depression." His modier worked for 
slave wages as a salescleik for a 
drygoods store and after school Brad 
worthed as a soda jerk at Old Doc 
Paxton's drugstore. 

As he thought about it now, he 
could still smell die mixture of dairy 
products, prescription drugs and the 
awfiil smelling compound diat was 
used to clean the wooden floors. He 
could see in his mind's eye die ceiling 
fans, the wire chairs widi die round 
marble-topped tables. There was a 
l»ck room at die drugstore diat had 
beenconverted into a small ballroom, 
widi a juke box diat flashed on and 
off and played die songs of die big 
name bands of diat time. 

The young people from 

Stublin High School would meet at 
die (kugstore and dance to die music 
of Glenn Miller, Benny Goodman, 
Tommy Dorsey and many of dieodier 
bands diat were popular widi the 
youngsters. Brad's mind was still on 
the good times he had enjoyed at 
Paxton's drug store when te was 
shocked from his day dreams by the 
gruff voice of his Platoon Sergeant 
John Onstad, who shouted, "listen up 
men." Onstad advised die group who 
had gathered around him that now for 
die first lime he could tell diem diat 
their objective would be an island 
called Guadalciuial. 

"Who the hell ever heard of 
Guadalcanal?" A marine asked no 
one in particular. "Whadda we want 
with a place nobody ever heard of 
before?" 

It would not be long before dial 
marine would find out more about 
that pla(% than he really wanted to. 
Guadafcanal was a hell hole diat he 



would remember for die rest of dieir 
lives. "All troops below deck" die 
loud speakers on die shop boomed 
out The men filed below widi die 
usual ineffective insults hurled at the 
bullhorn diat had ordered diem down. 
The men checked dieir packs for 
die last lime, filled widi mess gear, 
clean socks and underwear, shaving 
gear, radons - h«e a bible, dierc a 
pack of letters - from h(Mne, an unfin- 
ished p2q}erback book, a crumpled

As he lay on the hard steel bunk. 
Brad's mind slowly relumed to 
Stublin and one of his old friends, 
R.B . Childer, whose father had struck 
it rich in die turpentine business. 
Explosives were made from by prod- 
ucts of die pine gum dial was (bawn 
from die millions of pine Uees that 
abounded on die Childer Plantation. 
The lifestyle of die Childa- family 
was somewhat comparable \a diat of 
die O'Hara family in Gom With the 
Wind, before the start of die Civil 
War. While die blacks who worked 
in the pine forests gathering up the 
sticky gum from die pine trees were 
not called slaves in die sense diat we 
know slavery, they lived no better 
and had very Utile freedom once they 
committed diemselves and dieir fami- 
lies to work for die Childer Com- 
pany. They worked from sun up till 
sundown and were paid a minimum 
wage. They lived in nuidown shacks 
whoe the cold winter wind would 
whisde dirough the cracks in die walls 
and floor.

select the proper primer 



Most petite take advantage of 
good weather to tackle ptint pro- 
jects on the hmfie and |xx^)er sur- 
face prqtaradoQ is a must bef(»e 
you start painting. 
— If you r home in»provement 
plans include painting, before 
picking up a paint brush, be sure 
to investigate the piopa primer 
f(»'your»irfa(». 

A prime coat cfoi make a w(vkl 
of difference in the outcome of 
painting efforts. Primws are rec- 
ommended by the National Paint 
& Coatings Association for al- 
most every painting endeavor. 

I>rimers serve two m^jor func- 
tions: they seal porous materials 
so the topcoat won't penetrate the 
surfaced, thus drying to an un- 
even appearance; and primers aid 
the topcoat in bonding properly 
with the surface undoneath. 

Sealing and bonding charm^ter- 
istics of primers result in a "firm 
foundation" for a topcoat of 
paint. 

The two main types of 
primers are primer-sealers and 
conventional primers. Unpainted 
surfaces, or surfaces where most 
of the original paint has bera re- 
moved, call for primo'-sealers. 

Conventional sealers are needed 
to form a bond between coats of 
paint, and when dealing with 
metal primers, they are used to 
help prevent rusL 

Deflnitely use a primer to spot 
prime areas where repairs have 
been made, or where |»int has 
begun to peel away. 

Any new a raw surface must 
have a primer. So, if you decide 
to replace that living room wall, 
invest in a ptvmc coat 

For those rooms that take a lot 



of wear-and-tear; such as the 
kitchen, bath, (x toddler's room, 
alkyd (oil-based) pdmen are rec- 
ommended. 

Enamel undeicoatars, either 
aSkyd or latex (water-lwsed), are 
effective on painted surfaces and 
wood surfaces. For drywall sur- 
faces, latex primers are reccmi- 
mended sii)ce they don't raise the 
nap or fibers. 

Latex paints can sometimes be 
used as their own primn dq)end- 
ing on the type and conditim of 
the surface to which diey are ap- 
plied. 

Know the surface and choose 
the i^mer accordingly. For pla- 
ter surf^es use a latex primer, 
alkyd primer, or latex flat wall 
paint. 

Drywall surfaces require a latex 
primer or latex flat wall paint 
Enamel undercoatos toe apptopri- 
ate fa- wood trim. 

Ffw best results when painting 
wallpaper, use an alkyd iximer or 
aOcyd enamel undeicoater. 

When painting over vinyl 
wallcoverings take care to use the 
correct jMimer for each type of 
wallcovering. Smoodi vinyl fab- 
ric without desip needs an alkyd 
flat enamel. 

Smooth vinyl fabric with a de- 
sign needs a latex primer. And, 
for a texhired vinyl fabric use an 
alkyd flat enamel primer. 

Once you have selected and ap- 
plied that apfxopriate primer, you" 
art ready to paint a topcoat to 
give a refreshing look to your 
home interior. And remember, if 
you have any questions about 
primers, consult a reputable paint 
dealer.

Marigold second best, but 
Is just as good for wildlife 



Many gvdenen followed the 
lengthy battte over the selection d 
the national flower. 

In the end, the rose beat the 
marigold, but only, perhiq>s, 1^ a 
nose. 

For wildlife vid ecologically- 
minded gardeners, the mari^ld is 
every bit as desir^le as the rose and 
airpasses it Di a numbw of irayi. 

Marigolds aren't finicky i^ts 
and roses are. Too many roses mean 
less meandering time. 

They thrive in full am, avorage 
to poor soil and provide continuous 
bloom if you keep seeds from fonn- 
ing. 

For the wildlife gardener, 
marigolds provide nectar toe butter- 
flies, seeds log juiKX>s and qnrrows, 
and if you choose your varieties 
carefully, offer a degree of nematode 
and insect omtnd. 

Here is a brief evaluation of 
marigold species aid some favorite 
varieties. 

French marigold (Tageies pat- 
ula): Despite the name, an 
American native, as are all other 
marigolds. Well over 200 varieties 
are available but for butterflies, 
choose single ones, such as 
Naughty Marietta or those just 
barely double. 

The size of the plant ex flower is 
not important HylHids of this and 
the African marigold such as 
Burpee's Mules ot Paric's Hi-Gs of- 
fer almost nothing to wildlife but 



do tpcsx incredibly lar^, long-last- 
ii% flowers. Thompson aid Nfo^an 
(rffera the hcsx line of single French 
marigokls. 

G African marigold (T. erecta): 
Tallest of the clan but os» with lit- 
tle wildlife value. Breeders took tlw 
wild singfe flowered fonn and Ixed 
OQt tnasx of its nectar and seed pro- 
ducing aq»bility. 

G Signet marigold (T. toiuifo- 
lia): Although relatively unknown 
to many gardeners, this is a jriant to 
try. The flowers are single and 
small but numerous. 

They attract some butterflies and 
many other beneficial insects, llie 
seed is small and slendo* and of lim- 
ited bird feeding value. Thompson 
and Morgan carry four varieties. 

O Sweet-scented marigold (T. 
lucida): Not great in bloom and not 
a pkuit whose seeds a cardinal can 
feast on, but you can eat it! 

This is a perennial specie and an 
herb grown by Native Americans in 
the southwestern U.S. With a smell 
somewhere between anise and tar- 
ragon, it's wOTth a try. 

CJ Irish laced marigold (T. filifo- 
lia): Another source is a naturalized 
Nebraska peculation of this Central 
Am»ican flower, but you can And 
it as a border lot its lacy foliage 
which is sweetly pungent 

The flowers will go nearly unno- 
ticed but is a great insect rq)eller. 
Try it!

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Council cracks 
down on social 
hall for teenagers

The city has established rules for 
teenage dance halls to protect the 
youngsters and to lessen unruly be- 
havior Uiat Alight result from con- 
centrations of teaiagers. 

Although only one teenage club, 
the Atlantic Beach Club, is located 
at the resort, the ordinance, adopted 
by City Council last week, was es- 
tablished to forestall future prob- 
lems. 

Beach Borough Councilmember 
Linwood BraiKh requested the ordi- 
nance, which requires that patrons 
of the dance halls be limited in age 
from 14 to 17 and that the halls be 
closed by 11:30 p.m. to give the 
teenagers, who are subject to the 
Virginia Beach curfew, time to get 
home before midnight. Adult dance 
halls are required to close at 2 p.m. 

Other features of the ordinance ^e 
diat the operators are required to get 
a permit that is not transferrable; 
that the city manager is authorized 
to grant or deny the permit; and that 
a security or peace offlcer will be 
present for every 100 patrons. 

Patrons 18 or older, since they 
are not included in the curfew, will 
not be permitted in the establish- 
ments. 

Mark Brownell, who with 
Meivin Hooker, operates the 
Atlantic Beach Club at 25th Street 
and Atlantic Avenue, cited a prob- 
lem for the 18- to 20-year-olds. 
Where are they goingf to go, he 
asked. Tlie altonatives aie bars and 
rented hotel ixmms which, he said, 
is scary. Or diey can walk the street 
to And something to do. He said 
that he would rather see them in a 
naw)-alcoholic, supervised environ- 
ment. 

Brownell said that most of his 
club's patrons are dropped off and 
picked up by their parents. Only 
about 10 percent drive. 

Another problem at 

the beach, he said, is gangs, 
which the club tries to discourage 
by establishing a dress code. 

Teenagers are at the beach, he 
said, and are not going away.

Council hears 70 
protest closing

The 9,000 new military slots des- 
ignated for the area will not com- 
pensate for the loss of 4,300 jobs, 
mostly held by civilians^ that 
would be lost with the closing of 
the Naval Aviation Depot in 
Norf(^. 

Spokesmen for approximately 70 
depot employees at the present told 
City Council last week that the 
military personnel would be from 
other states and possibly exempt 
from local taxation. 

Carroll Ward, one of the speak- 
ers, said that 1,419 of the depot 
employees live in Virginia Beach, 
where they make contributions to 
their communities, while the mili- 
tary personnel would be short-term 
residents; and, the higher-salaried 
civilian workers make a bigger con- 
tribution to the city's revenues. 



The employees sought support 
from the council of. a resolution 
asking the federal government to 
keep the facility open. 

Similar scenarios were taking 
place at council meetings in 
Chesapeake, Portsmouth and 
Norfolk. All the councils endorsed 
resolution asking the federal gov- 
ernment to keep the depot, which 
overhauls and repairs F-14 Tomcats 
and A-6 Intruders, open. 

James E. Mumford, Jr., said that 
the depot is unsurpassed in sU'ategic 
military value and is only a 90- 
minute commute from Washington. 
At a time when Norfolk is being 
made a megaport, the value of the 
depot is even more essential, said 
Mumford. 

David Jones said that the 9,000 
new military jobs are not a trade-off 
for the 4,3000 depot jobs.

PFC Edward (Hard Rod) Hudson 
covered the two <tead mariiws with 
ponchos and piled the 10 dead Japa- 
nese soldiers up like codwood and 
left them to be placed in a trench and 
covered with dirt by a bulkkner later 
on. Brad sat down under a coconut 
tree and started to diake all over. TlK 
reality of what h& haA Ame. plus tte 
fact that he had a touch of malaria, hit 
him all at once and he thought he 
would never stop shaking. The 
atabriiK that he bad b^n taking fra- 
malaria qqxuently had iwt acoun- 
plished its ptoprae. Many of the ma- 
rines on the isUsKl had yellow skin 
from taking so modi of it Brad was 
not one of them. 

He lay down in a foxhote and tried 
to deq). iMit as he doz«l fitfully he

could still see the faces of the three 
dead Japanese soldiers, especially the 
one he had gutted. 

Several days after the incident 
with the J^)anese soldiers Brad vol- 
unteered to go on patrol led by his 
division's intelligence officer, Capt 
James Brigham. A Japanese prisoner 
had told Capt Brigham that some of 
his comrades on a beach to the west 
might want to suirender. The patrol 
went by boat and was virtually anni- 
hilated on the beach. Only Brad and 
two other marines out of 26 returned. 
Imprinted in Brad's mind was the 
bayoyneiting of his fellow marines 
after they were already dead. Some 
were beheaded. For some unknown 
reason the slaughter on the beach diat 
day reminded Brad of the"Zoot-Suit'' 
riots in Los Angeles, Ca., when he 
was stationed at Marine Recruit De- 
pot in San Diego.

F(x instuice, the sight of new 
grass growing often inspires the 
homeowner to run out and spttaA 
fertilizer to help the young bla<tes 
al(Hng. This is actually the opposite 
of recommended practices of fescue 
lawns. 

The proper time to feed grass is 
in the fall, when the roots that will 
sustain the plants through the fol- 
towing summer are actively grow- 
ing. Even if the fall feeding was 
missed, any spring feeding should 
be limited to a light feeding (i 
pound of actually nitrogen, i.e., 5 
pounds of 10-10-10, per 1,000 sq. 
ft.) in March. 

Lime on the other hand, should 
be applied in early spring, if soil 
tests show that it is necessary. 
Most lawn grasses grow best at soil 
pH's of 6.0 to 7.0, so have your 
soil's pH analyzed every two to 
three years to be sure you are stay- 
ing in that range. The soil test re- 
sults will include recommendations 
on how much lime to aiq>ly. 

The best time to es- 
tablish a new lawn from seed is 
in the fall, but many homeowners 
will need to reseed patches of lawn 
that have been danuiged during the 



winter. Seed sown during March 
and early April will have a chance 
to grow successfully if it is well 
watered and cared fw, from seeding 
on through the heat of summer. 

It is a good idea to fertilize newly 
seeded grass using a high pho^)ho- 
rous fertilizer (for example, 2S 
pounds of 5-10-3 per 1,000 square 
feet when patch seeding), which 
will foster root growth. The grass 
will be stronger and healthier if ^>u 
can water daily until the plants are 
established. If you absolutely can't 
water, mulch with straw to the 
dq}th of one to two inches and hope 
forndn. 

WiOer apiMxnimately once a wedc 
throughout the summer, for the 
tops of the grass may look great, 
but the roots are not as long and 
dense as those of the grass in an es- 
tablished lawn. Thoe are many va- 
rieties and types of grass seed from 
which to choose. Your county co- 
qwrative extension agent can sup- 
ply you with a publication which 
discusses selection of ttufgrasses in 
Virginia (extension publication 
430^)08). 

When your lawn requires its first 
cutting, be sure not to cut too 
short. Mow to about two inches 
during the spring, then raise the 
cutting height another half inch 
when summer arrives. Mow fre- 
quently so that no more than one 
third of the grass blade is removed 
at one time. 

Along with the grass, 

several undesirables are probably 



growing in your lawn. The best 
prevention for a weedy lawn is to 
provide such great growing condi- 
tions that the turf crowds out the 
weeds. If the weeds are sparse, use 
that early spring energy to hand 
pull some of those perennial weeds. 
There are chemicals that can be used 
if you have more weeds than en- 
ergy. If you choose to use herbi- 
cides, be sure to apply them when 



th^ will have maximum impact on 
the weed population. Follow label 
directions closely for information 
on time of application and safety 
precautions. 

Apply preemergent herbicides 
when the forsythia blooms in 
March to control crabgrass. 
Crabgrass generally emerges about 
the time of dogwood bloom, and 
the preemergent herbicides used to

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ctmtrol it will not aff«:t crabgrass 
that is already up and growing. 
Only one preemergent herbicide 
will iK)t inter^ with the germina- 
tion of desirable grass seeds in 
iwwly seeded areas so read the label 
carefolly. Some need to be applied a 
second time to provide season long 
control. 

Spraying for dandelions is most 
effective in fall, but spring spraying 
of a broadleaf weed IdUer will con- 
trol many of them. Be sure to siHsy 
when the weeds are actively grow- 
ing rather than during drought con- 
ditions. When spraying any herbi- 



cide, use a different sprayer from the 
one which you use to a^y insecti- 
cides or fungicides. Mark it 
"herbicide" so it will no inadver- 
toitly be used for odter purposes, 
which may result in herbicide 
residues damaging valuable jimm. 

March is ^1 a litde early for de- 
thatching and insect coitrol, so af- 
ter taking care of the few nece^ary 
lawn cirares for early spring, you 
can relax and save your energy for 
summer mowing.

Evra though electricity is one of 
our safest fwms of energy, there are 
certain situations in which electric- 
ity can be deadly. 

High voltage power lines are de- 
signed to carry large amounts of 
electricity, at excqptionally high 
voltages, from the generating 
source to the end consume. 

Because it would be {xohibitively 
expensive to insulate these lines or 
bury them undnground, they are 
carried 18 feet or more above the 
ground on wooden poles or metal 
towers to reduce the risk of equip- 
ment or people coming in contact 
with the bare wires. 

But even with these precautions, 
individuals work on top of build- 
ings, using metal laddos, or opmx- 
ing tall machinery must be 
particularly cautknis not to come in 
contact wUh ovofaead lines. As )^u 
wOTk outdoors this season, please 
keep these safety tips in mind:

equipment you are sSjwH to operate. 
To be safe, keep all equipment 10 
feet away firom ov^head IbiK.

If you're operating a 
tractOT or odier tall equiimient that 
touches a line, stay whne you are 
uid have someone call the utility 
company. 

• If you must leave the equip- 
ment, jump as far as you can so 
that no part of your body touches 
the eqiiq)ment and the ground at the 
same time. 

• If you are carrying a tall nKtal 
ladder, irrigation pipe, television 
antenna, or other tali object, always 
look first to see whedier overhead 
power lines are nearby. 

• Always remember, utility lines 
are uninsidaied. 

• Never let your body become a 
direct link to ground, or the result 
could be fatal.

■ A "clunk" from und«r tlK car 
when you start forward or back up 
could be a warning diat a universal 
jdnt is failing.
